T May widiy * truth return your ſpeech, that I 
think of you daily; oftner indeed than is con- 
ſiſtent with the character of a reaſonable man, who 
is rather to make himſelf eaſy with the things and 
men that are about him, than uneaſy for thoſe which 
he wants.
